Japanese magazine Dengeki Nintendo 64 has featured an 
interview with Yoshiki Okamoto of Capcom in which he claims to 
be considering an N64 version of the PlayStation hit Resident Evil. 
When asked about N64 development he said, “We are researching 
the possibility of putting Resident Evil... on a 128 megabit 
cartridge.” The game may feature a ninja house full of booby 
traps, hidden rooms and ninja magic. Okamoto stressed that the 
game was only being thought about at the moment and wasn’t 
actively being developed by Capcom. However Okamoto is 
responsible for some of Capcom’s biggest hits, Street Fighter, 
Dark Stalkers and Resident Evil itself, if he does get his way it 
would be quite a breakthrough for the N64 to get such a high 
profile PlayStation title.
